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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Receipt of the Amendment after Final Office Action and Applicant's Arguments filed 
04/22/10 is acknowledged. The Amendment has been entered. 
Claims 1 , 2 and 4-9 are pending in this action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2 and 4-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance are that the prior art of record (Pardini - U.S. Pat. No. 4,708,870) does not disclose 
nor teach or fairly suggest a solid polymer film comprising the "5 to 40 mole percent of 
protonated amine monomer units" and does not teach a polymer film thickness of "1 to 5 mil". 
In contrast, Pardini specifically limits the amount of protonated amine to no more than 10% or 3 
mole %. Applicant has demonstrated unexpected and superior results in their finding that a solid 
polymer film comprising the "5 to 40 mole percent of protonated amine monomer units" triggers 
changes in solubility as a function of pH, salt or surfactant concentration or both and therefore 
has the desired property of water solubility triggered by changes in pH. 

In the Response filed 04/22/10, Applicant has overcome the sole pending objection (to 
claim 10). Accordingly, the instant invention is rendered novel and patentable over the prior art 
of record.
